It was 3:30 o’elock before the Com- 
mittee on Platform and Resolutions 
was ready to report.

bor events of the past year he said: 

“The theory that the condition of 
labor can be bettered 4 checking 
production and making life and prop- 
erty insecure was put to an extensive 
test and the results were disappoint- 
ing to those who believe in that the- 
ory. are many indications 
which go to show that organized la- 
bor is learning a very valuable lesson 
in economics and law observance, and 
hopes can be reasonably entertained 
that the strikes which have charac- 
terized the last year will be less stren- 
uous in the immediate future.” 


STRIFE NOT DESIRED. 
After elaborating on the costliness 
of labor strife, which he declared, to 
a national calamity, he said: 


do not desire this strife, and labor 
should not geek it. It seems repug- 
nant to our ideas of twentieth .cen- 
tury civilization to fight out this ques- 
tion in the giladiatorial arena. Sure- 
ly any cauee with right u its side 
need not fear an appeal the con- 
science and intelligence of the Ameri- 
can people. To defy government and 
to trample upin the rights of others i« 
to confess ta being in the wrong. _ It 
likewise bears a near nee to 
anarchy and rebellion. 

“It ie absurd to charge the manu- 
facturera and employers of this coun- 
try with desiring war with their em- 
ployés. If there is anything which 
the manufacturers as a class desire 

more than another it is that of having 
— and contented workmen. What's 
more, the average employer will yield 
a good deal in order to have such em- 
ployés. But he is not going to yield 
his right to run his own business, and 
he would be a poor specimen of an 
American citinen it he did yield that 
right. 

NO REDUCTION OF WAGES. 
“Tt is alse absurd to charge the man- 
ufacturers and employers with com- 
bining for the purpose of reducing 


employees. Of all the associations of 
employers in this country I know of 
not a single one that has for its ob- 
ject the oppressing of the employé. 
There has not been any concerted ef- 
fort to force a reduction of wages and 
I do not believe there will ever be 
such an effort. There are some asso- 
clations of employers, particularily 
among the trade a lations, that are 
centinually struggling against exorbi- 
tant demands of the unions, but these 
associations are constantly on the de- 
fensive and their efforts to retain some 
fair share of the profits in their busi- 
ness are not to be construed as efforts 
to oppress their labor. 

“In regard to the National Associa- 
tlom of Manufacturers I am positive 
that any crusade having for its object 
the grinding down of labor would meet 
with the determined opposition cf 
practically the entire membership. The 
policy of this associati is primarily 
one of peace. If we stand for any- 
thing we stand for the development of 
American industry. It is obvious that 
men will hesitate to invest their cap- 
ital in productive enterprites if it 
means constant struggle with labor 
unions and if frequent strikes tend to 
destroy trade. by making uncertain the 
filling of contracts. Industrial strife 
adds a hazard to investments invoiv- 
ing the employment. of labor which 
cannot fall to be injurious to indus- 
trial development, thus causing per- 
manent loss to all classes. Therefore 
our policy is one which looks to the 
maintenance of peace, and not to the 
adoption of measures that will arouse 
hostilities.” 

Mr. Parry then declared that high 
wages were a blessing and not a 
curse. He sald that all employers 
would prefer seeing their men 1 
paid to seeing them struggling 4

GUARDING WHARF 

The application of the Los Angeles 
Car Company was to have come up for 
consideration before the Board of Su- 
pervisors yesterday, but by consent the 
matter was coatinued for two weeks. 

A committee of the Chamber of Com- 
merce consisting of M. A. Newmark, 
Baton, Charlies Willard, and 

Randolph Miiler, was before the board 

to present a resolution adopted by the 

Harbor Committee of the Chamer n 

Commerce, and also ask that tne ap- 

plication of the Car Company be coa- 

tinued until turther examination could 
be made. 

The resolution was to the effect that 
the services of some competent har bor 
authority should be obtained dy the 
Board of Supervisors for the purpose 
of preparing plans for allotment of the 
wharf along the harbor front, sub- 
ject to grant by franchise; and for 
placing wharves and slips, etc. After 
reading the resolution Mr. Willard 
pointed out that the Harber Com- 
mittee had felt the necessity of 
having technical advice very often 
and as the business of San Pedro 
developed he was sure that the 
Board of Supervisors would be 
more or less constantiy applied te by 
commercial enterprises, and they, too, 
would in all probability realize that the 
board was unable to adequately cope 
with questions of à technical nature. 

The board was reminded by Mr. 
Eaton that all of the frontage on the 
inner harbor is in private hands, and 
the endeavor is being made to secure 
the codperation of all the interests in- 
volved in the matter of harbor im-° 
provement. In such case no great 
difficulty is anticipated in getting har- 
bor lines laid, but someone has to take 
the initiative and the committee felt 
the need of some one having the req- 
visite technical knowledge to confer 
with, and then things weuld be speed- 
Ur put in shape and the Secretary of 
War applied to. Mr. Baten said that 
part of the harbor channel is restricted 
by the improvements that have been 
made, and it is hoped to avoid this 
narrowness at the upper end of the 
harbor by taking the matter in hand at 
this time. No harbor lines have 
been established except above 
turning basin. 

Some discussion ensued regarding the 
power of the board to place restrictions 
upon the franchises, and the committee 
was surprised to learn that the Board 
of Supervisors are limited in their
